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Education 
shake-up 
planned 
for town 

PLANS to replace primary 
schools in Welshpool with 
an £8 million super school 
could revolutionise educa¬ 
tion in the town for coming 
generations, it has been 
claimed. 

Powys County Council is 
reviewing primary schools 
in the Welshpool area as 
part of a shake-up of educa¬ 
tion in the county. The re¬ 
view will look at the future 
of Ysgol Maesydre, Gungrog 
Church in Wales School, 
Ardwyn Infants School, 
Oldford Infants School and 
Leighton Primary School. 

One option which could 
be considered is replacing 
all the primary schools with 
one super school, or creating 
separate schools for Welsh 
and English education. 

Phil Pritchard, county 
councillor for Welshpool and 
chairman of governors at 
Ysgol Maesydre, hailed the 
plans as a “once in a lifetime 
opportunity”. 

He said: “I am working 
closely with this review of 
schools and this is a chance 
for us to improve education 
in the Welshpool area for 
generations. If we sit on 
our hands and do nothing, 
the money will disappear 
by 2017, so we need to take 
this chance to revolutionise 
education in Welshpool for 
future generations. It would 
be a huge legacy to leave.” 

Powys County Council 
aims to complete a strategic 
outline case on the plans by 
April. 

Residents 
opposing flats 
bid by trust 

RESIDENTS in Oswestry 
have launched an online 
petition against a proposed 
four-storey extra care home 
development that they 
claim will see the building 
of a tower block which will 
overlook their properties. 

Residents in the Alexan¬ 
dra Road area are object¬ 
ing to the Wrekin Housing 
Trust plans for eight bunga¬ 
lows and 55 apartments. 

They say the apartments’ 
balconies will face into 
homes and the flats will 
tower above their proper¬ 
ties. 

Wrekin Housing Trust 
said the extra care housing 
plan “offers a way of sup¬ 
porting people over the age 
of 55 to live independently 
for as long as they possibly 
can”. 


Family grateful for support after fire

A FAMILY has described a community’s reaction 
as “amazing” after their home and children’s 
Christmas presents were destroyed by fire. 

Joanne Weaver and her family were left devas¬ 
tated after the blaze broke out at their home in Old 
Mill Avenue in Morda near Oswestry. But within 
hours of the fire taking hold on Sunday, people 
responded to appeals on Facebook and offered to 
donate clothes and toys for the children. 

Joanne, who lives at the house with her husband 
Steve and two boys Morgan, seven, and Charlie, 
one, praised everyone who had responded during 
their hour of need. 

Firefighters spent six hours battling the fire, 
which broke out in the kitchen at 11am. She said: 
“We are absolutely devastated but we are so appre¬ 
ciative for the support we have received through 
people donating on Facebook and everything. 

“It has been amazing and I am just so thankful 
that I still have my family at the end of it.” 

Mrs Weaver said all of the family’s Christmas 
presents had been destroyed by the fire, a situation 
which has led friends and a firefighter who fought 
the blaze to start an appeal for toys or clothes for 
the children. 

She said: “All of our Christmas presents are 
gone. They were either smashed or melted or sub¬ 
merged in water.” 

An appeal has been launched for children’s toys 
and clothes by Oswestry firefighter Kevin Williams 
and his wife Lita. Mr Williams said he had been 
moved at the “heartbreaking” sight of the dam¬ 
aged children’s clothes and Christmas presents. 

He said: “We attended a fire at the property 
and it was pretty much destroyed and it was so 
heartbreaking seeing all the children’s clothes and 
presents, so I got home and we put something on 
Facebook to see if people wanted to help.” 

Clothes and toys can be donated at Oswestry 
Fire Station between 7pm and 8pm on Tuesday 
and Thursday. 


REVIEW RAISES 
CARE CONCERN 


POWYS County Council “must 
learn lessons” after a damn¬ 
ing report said more than 
1,000 elderly and vulnerable 
people were put at potential 
risk by the transfer of coun¬ 
cil-run home care services, 
the area’s MP has warned. 

Glyn Davies, Montgomeryshire MF| 
said the council needs to satisfy resi¬ 
dents that it is now delivering an ac¬ 
ceptable standard of care. 

Mr Davies was speaking as the council’s cabi¬ 
net met on Tuesday to discuss the independent 
report into difficulties with the transfer of the 
services. 

The review, conducted by the Institute of 
Public Care, examined Powys County Coun¬ 
cil’s handling of the commissioning process for 
new domiciliary care providers following a con-

troversial handover in May. During Tuesday’s 
meeting council bosses apologised to those they 
had let down and councillors unanimously ac¬ 
cepted the report’s recommendations. 

The report stated: “There clearly was a seri¬ 
ous level of difficulty with this transfer which 
led to service users experiencing inconven¬ 
ience, distress and potential risk. 

“However, while local authority staff became 
aware of these difficulties during the transfer 
period, they were not sufficiently equipped or 
geared up to intervene effectively.” 

Mr Davies said: “I have read this condemna¬ 
tory report and it is very critical of the council 
and the way it has run domiciliary care, not 
just in the handover but for some time. 

“It was a shambolic handover and it is now a 
big challenge because it has to accept that the 
whole thing was unacceptable.” 

Mr Davies’s comments were echoed by 
Montgomeryshire Assembly Member Russell 
George, who said: “There is a theme which 


runs throughout the report that points to bad 
management within the county council over a 
number of years.” 

Difficulties cited in the report include a 
shortage of staff for incoming care providers 
and some vital care plans were out of date. 

Councillor Darren Mayor, the council’s cab¬ 
inet member for adult services, said: “We wel¬ 
come the report by the Institute of Public Care 
into domiciliary care in Powys and fully accept 
all of its recommendations. 

“The review is thorough and challenging 
and will help the council strengthen its com¬ 
missioning approach and service delivery, our 
priority has and always will be the care and 
well-being of our most vulnerable citizens. 

“We recognise that there are lessons to be 
learned in what has been one of the largest 
transformational changes the council has un¬ 
dertaken. This report is an essential part of our 
learning process as we strive to make improve¬ 
ments through different service delivery mod¬ 
els. We will be acting on the recommendations 
in order to improve the way we commission 
service changes.”

Man is 
charged

A MAN has appeared in 
court charged with rape fol¬ 
lowing an alleged sex attack 
near Oswestry in the early 
hours of New Year’s Day. 

Howard Edward Long, 
31, from Melverley, has 
also been charged with two 
counts of attempted rape 
arising from the same inci¬ 
dent in Morda. 

Long appeared at Telford 
Magistrates Court yester¬ 
day (Wednesday) where he 
made no plea to the charges. 
He was remanded in custody 
until his next appearance on 
March 9. 

Detective Chief Inspector 
Peter Davies, investigating, 
said: “I’m pleased to con¬ 
firm that this man has been 
charged, however our inves¬ 
tigative work into this inci¬ 
dent has not stopped. 

“We are still trying to lo¬ 
cate the victim’s red patent 
handbag that has a shoulder 
strap. If anyone in Morda or 
the surrounding areas finds 
it then they should contact 
the police immediately. 

“We are also appealing for 
anyone who saw Howard 
Long between Wednesday, 
December 31 and Saturday, 
January 3 to make contact if 
the police have not already 
spoken with them. 

“I want to take this op¬ 
portunity to reassure local 
people that offences such 
as these are extremely 
rare, and encourage anyone 
with any other information 
about this incident to come 
forward with the details as 
soon as they can.”

er than monitor cameras 
after concerns about 
their effectiveness. 

However, Welshpool 
Town Council, which oper¬ 
ates 16 cameras throughout 
the town, said its system 
worked well and produced 
clear images used by police. 

Robert Robinson, town 
clerk, said: “The Welshpool 
CCTV system produces high 
quality images and is used 
by the police regularly. The 
police have full access. 

“The system records 24 
hours a day and images are 
kept for months and can be 
called up at any time. There 
are 16 cameras covering the 
town centre, country park, 
Motte and Bailey, Maes y 
Dre Recreation Grounds as 
well as other areas.” 

The CCTV report for Dy¬ 
fed-Powys was ordered by 
Mr Salmon, who said: “We 
must spend every pound 
where it delivers. I’m giving 
the public what they ask me 
for - more bobbies on the 
beat. 

“We created 30 new po¬ 
lice officer posts for Dy¬ 
fed-Powys this year. Next 
year there’ll be tens of thou¬ 
sands of extra hours on the 
beat thanks to new IT.” 

Instrom Security Consult¬ 
ants, which carried out the 
report, found the removal of 
council CCTV cameras did 
not result in a significant 
rise in crime or anti-social 
behaviour. 

The report said there was 
“little evidence that CCTV 
deters crime, in particular 
violent and alcohol-related 
incidents”. 



Festival hope for Nepalese dancers

A MAJOR operation is underway to 
bring a troupe of Nepalese dancers 
from their home in the Himalayas to 
Llangollen for this year’s Internation¬ 
al Musical Eisteddfod. 

The idea is the brainchild of Todd 
Lochhead, whose wife, Lisa, used to 
run a shop in Llangollen. 

He wants to fiy the 34 members of 
the Rising Culture Group almost 5,000 
miles from their base in the ancient 
city of Bhaktapurto the Eisteddfod 
in July .Mr Lochhead, originally from 
New Zealand, first came across the 
dancers when he journeyed to Nepal in 
1995 to work as a teacher. He said: “I 


heard about a school which had been 
started in Bhaktapur 10 miles from 
the capital, Katmandu, and decided to 
pay a visit there. 

“Called the Rising English School, 
it was founded by a man named Kapil 
Banebepali and his wife Chandika, 
who is now the principal, and offers 
lessons to children aged three to 13, 
many of whom would otherwise have 
ended up having to go out to work if 
they had not found some way to get 
into the school. 

“The average wage in the area is just 
300 to 400 US dollars a year and Ka¬ 
pil’s work with the school opened my 


eyes about how much can be achieved 
with so little.The dance group was 
started by Kapil and is based at the 
school. 

“We are aiming to bring over a group 
of 34 people, including 20 dancers aged 
eight to 16, plus musicians - one of 
whom is a drum master in his eighties 
- plus a small number of people to look 
after the children. 

“Raising the necessary funds to 
make the trip will obviously be diffi¬ 
cult for them as I estimate the whole 
trip could cost at least £40,000 but I 
believe that if you don’t shoot for the 
stars you’ll never know.”

One hospital best option 
for county, say area's nips

ONE ‘super hospital’ is the only way forward to ensure Shropshire 
has the best accident and emergency care, Oswestry’s MP Owen 
Paterson has said. 

The former Government minister, MP for North Shropshire, waded into the 
debate about the future of health care in the county. He said it was inevitable 
the current arrangement of separate hospital A&E units in Telford and Shrews¬ 
bury would have to be changed. That means the creation of a large hospital 

- that would serve the whole population 

of the county. 

The former environment secretary is the 
latest influential leader in Shropshire to 
call for change in order for NHS services to 
cope with rising demand. 

He spoke as hospitals and ambulance 
services face unprecedented demand from 
patients. 

Mr Paterson said it was for the experts 
and the ongoing consultation to shape 
where that one hospital emergency unit 
should be. 

He said any super hospital should be 
backed with urgent care centres across 
Shropshire to give the public access to 
treatment. 

Options for the future include creating a 
single A&E site at Telford’s Princess Royal 
Hospital or Royal Shrewsbury Hospital, or 
creating a new building on a separate site. 

Mr Paterson said until the county has 
just one main hospital it will not be able to 
offer major health care or attract top con¬ 
sultants, adding: “At the moment seriously 
ill patients have to travel to Stoke for heart 
and stroke treatment. 

“The sooner we have a new model of 
health care that gives the county one major 
hospital and a number of urgent care 
centres - including one in Oswestry - the 
sooner those services may be offered in 
Shropshire. 

“The health trust cannot currently at¬ 
tract the top consultants to make that 
treatment viable here.” 

Mr Paterson’s view has been echoed by 
Montgomeryshire MP Glyn Davies. 

Mr Davies said: “My expectation is that 
key decisions on the future of A&E to serve 
Shropshire and Mid Wales will not happen 
until late 2015, but even at this early stage 
my view is that all MPs in Shropshire and 
Mid Wales will come together to press the 
newly elected Government to commit to a 
new emergency centre on a new site to the 
east of the Shrewsbury bypass. 

“Nothing else will be as important to the 
people of Montgomeryshire over the next 
five years of Parliament.” 


Meeting to 
investigate 
canal plans 

PEOPLE will be quizzed on what commu¬ 
nity activities they would like to be held 
as part of plans for a £6 million refurbish¬ 
ment. 

Glandwr Cymru, the Canal & River 
Trust in Wales, is holding a public meet¬ 
ing in Llanymynech so residents can put 
forward their thoughts on potential com¬ 
munity activities to be set up along the 
Montgomery Canal. 

Organisers say suggestions for the ac¬ 
tivities should be related to the canal, of a 
recreational nature or to develop skills, and 
can take the form of taster sessions, com¬ 
munity days, or family fun days. 

The meeting will take place at Llanymy¬ 
nech Village Hall between 10am and 2pm 
on Saturday and will also feature wildlife 
craft activities for children. The 200 year 
old Montgomery Canal is currently subject 
to an ambitious restoration project. 

Sylvia Edwards, Montgomery Canal com¬ 
munity development officer, said: “Thanks 
to the Heritage Lottery Fund support and 
National Lottery players, Glandwr Cymru 
has an exciting opportunity to put together 
a package of community activities focused 
on the Montgomery Canal. 

“Now we want the public’s views to help 
us put together a programme for everyone. 

“To realise the full heritage and recrea¬ 
tional potential of this restoration project, 
Glandwr Cymru wants to involve as many 
people as possible within the canal corridor 
through a wide range of community activ¬ 
ities.”

A PRIMARY school has been removed 
from special measures just months after 
being judged to be inadequate by Ofsted 
inspectors. 

St John the Baptist CE Primary School 
in Ruyton XI Towns near Oswestry was 
placed in special measures in February last 
year. But staff, students and governors are 
now celebrating after Ofsted inspectors 
returned and judged that provision is now 
‘good’ in all aspects. 

Headteacher Julie Ball said she was de¬ 
lighted and relieved that the school is now 
out of special measures. 

She said: “There has been a great deal of 
hard work throughout the school by both 
staff and governors in order to implement 


the changes required to improve the areas 
identified in February. We are very proud 
of all that we have achieved and we are 
striving to continue to make our school 
even better; it’s great to see an enthusiastic 
commitment from everyone to do just that. 

“The support given to the us from the 
parents and the community over the past 
eight months has enabled the positive 
ethos of our school to shine through, and 
supports the overall good judgement for 
the school.”

Johnson, which also 
closed more than 100 
branches in 2012, said 
the dry-cleaning business 
failed to grow sales last 
year despite several initia¬ 
tives to reach new custom¬ 
ers.

Proposal to keep village's 
pub running suffers blow

VILLAGERS trying to save their pub from closure have been dealt a 
blow after a planning application was submitted to change its use to 
housing. 

People in Kinnerley, between Oswestry and Shrewsbury, are trying to raise 
enough money to buy the Cross Keys pub. 

But now, following a fire last year, the pub’s owner has lodged an application with 
Shropshire Council to turn the historic building into three homes and build a fourth on 
the site.

Worries are 
voiced over 
funding cut 

AN Oswestry councillor has raised con¬ 
cerns about plans by Shropshire Council 
to cut funding to the county’s parish and 
town authorities. 

The money from the unitary authority’s 
annual cash grant from the Government 
will not be passed on to smaller councils 
following the latest cut in funding from 
Whitehall. 

Fears have been raised that services 
could have to be axed - or that councils will 
have to make up the shortfall by charging 
taxpayers in its town and villages more. 

Oswestry town councillor and former 
mayor Councillor Elaine Channon said it 
was “very worrying”. 

She said removing cash support would 
“stretch the resources” of smaller councils. 

“It seems that the world of local govern¬ 
ment has a very uncertain future ahead,” 
she added. 

Councillor Mike Owen, Shropshire 
Council portfolio holder for finance, said 
the recommendation to remove council tax 
support for town and parish councils was 
approved by cabinet on December 10. 

“In 2013/14 and 2014/15 the council re¬ 
solved to pass an element of central govern¬ 
ment grant to town and parish councils,” 
he said. “The council’s developing financial 
position no longer makes the payment of 
grant to town and parish councils afforda¬ 
ble and it has been recommended that this 
payment is removed.” 

A formal decision on the move will be 
taken on February 26. 


The pub has been closed since the fire, 
but villagers want to see it back in use. 

Robert Dapling, chairman of the Cross 
Keys Action Committee said: “There seems 
little doubt that the property developer’s 
intention is to develop the site for profit, 
with no regard for the future of our pub, 
which is a very important part of the vil¬ 
lage. “Pubs are disappearing from commu¬ 
nities all around the country and in the 
past few years we have already lost two 
pubs within four miles of Kinnerley.” 

A public meeting will be held in Kinner¬ 
ley Parish Hall on January 19 at 7.30pm to 
discuss the future. 

The planning application says the owner 
acquired the Cross Keys from Admiral Tav¬ 
erns as a non-viable public house. 

“From the outset the new owner in¬ 
tended to revitalise the public house by re¬ 
ducing the size of the licensed premises and 
improving it, financed by new residential 
development on both sides of the existing 
buildings,” the application says. 

“The premises were kept open, and later 
on a new landlord was taken on, a person 
recommended by local people at a parish 
council meeting.” 

However a planning application was re¬ 
fused, English Heritage listed the building 
and later the council registered the prop¬ 
erty as an Asset of Community Value. 

A second application was also refused. 

The owner kept the public house open 
until the fire and a prohibition order was 
placed upon it by a fire officer in October, 
following the blaze in the property. 

“The fire substantially jeopardised the 
prospects of the public house ever return¬ 
ing to financial viability and the owner 
re-evaluated the land and its buildings,” 
the application says. 

“The reality is that the Cross Keys is now 
a former public house, hence the current 
planning and listed building applications 
for wholly residential development.” 

Planning officials are expected to make a 
decision by the middle of February unless 
the matter is sent to the council’s planning 
committee to be decided by councillors. 


A POTATO merchant has expanded its op¬ 
eration after moving into a former Second 
World War munitions store using a “six fig¬ 
ure” loans package. 

Maincrop Potatoes was founded in 2009 
by joint managing directors Alan Birch 
and Mark Jones, and the independent mer¬ 
chants has since expanded to support 200 
growers across the UK. 

The firm supplies a network of food out¬ 
lets, supermarket chains and food manufac¬ 
turers nationwide. 

Now, after the company decided it needed 
to increase its potato storage capacity with 
a move out of rented premises in Nesscliffe, 
Maincrop has bought and redeveloped the 
former munitions store to create a five-acre 


storage site. The new facility, on the out¬ 
skirts of Knockin near Oswestry, is capable 
of storing 2,000 tonnes of potatoes at any 
one time. The deal was secured after the 
company sealed a six-figure lending agree¬ 
ment with NatWest. 

Mr Birch said: “It’s a very proud moment 
to see the facility now up and running, hav¬ 
ing taken six months to complete. Our new 
home provides us with greater flexibility, 
room to grow and includes features which 
are compliant with forthcoming changes to 
the regulations on sprouting control. 

“We’ve had backing from NatWest and 
also RBS Invoice Finance for a number of 
years now, working closely with our manag¬ 
ers Julia Drever and Cheryl Staples.”

Monument 
plan goes 
to council 

PLANS for a £1 million “gateway to Wales” 
monument will be put before a council for 
backing. 

Welshpool businessman Dean Hammond, 
managing director of Boys and Boden, is 
seeking Welshpool Town Council’s support 
for his plan to create a monument at the 
town’s Powis Park. 

Mr Hammond says he wants the sculp¬ 
ture to be considered “a national monu¬ 
ment” and would be inviting top artists to 
bid for the role of designing it. 

The council’s planning committee will 
discuss the proposal, and whether to sup¬ 
port it, at its meeting on Wednesday. Mr 
Hammond said the council is not being 
asked for any money to put towards the 
project but that its backing would open up 
access to grant funding. 

He said: “I am looking for council sup¬ 
port at the next meeting, we are not looking 
for money, just asking for support. 

“A huge booklet went out to local people 
and they were keen on it, now we are just 
waiting for consent from the council which 
would enable us to get grants.” 

Mr Hammond said the monument would 
pull tourists into the town and boost trade. 
He said: “It has to be something that will 
establish Welshpool as a real focal point for 
tourists to come and visit.” 


WHEN Oswestry man David Lawson was diag¬ 
nosed with cancer he was determined to help 
others and set about raising enough money to 
build a new classroom for an African school. 

So the 34-year-old challenged himself with a New 
Year’s Eve walk in 2013 to Rodney’s Pillar on the Breid- 
dens to raise £3,000. 

But Mr Lawson never knew how successful his walk had been, 
for he died three weeks after the challenge, in which friends and 
family helped him to raise £11,000. 

Now the Oswestry journalist’s memory lives on at the Ma- 
bokoni Primary School near Ukunda, Mombasa, in Kenya. 

Some of the money from the ‘Davey’s 
Midnight Madness - Let’s Build a Class¬ 
room” fund has been used to build a double 
size classroom which will seat more than 
60 children. 

And the rest of the funds will be used to 
completely refurbish the remainder of the 
buildings, many of which are in a dilapi¬ 
dated state. 

Although Mr Lawson did not want his 
name on the classroom, which has instead 
been named Breidden, one of the desks in¬ 
side will have his name on it, sponsored by 
a friend. 

Bill and Lynn Morris, who began the 
Kenyan Schools Project in 2004 after a hol¬ 
iday in the country, said they were thrilled 
that the classroom was now built. 

“What David did was truly remarkable,” 
Mr Morris said. 

“He contacted us saying he was thinking 
of doing some fundraising and asking how 
much it would be to building a classroom. 

“When I told him he said ‘well then, let’s 
build a classroom’, and everything then just 
snowballed.” 

“It is just so sad that David never found 
out just how much he raised and will never 
see the classroom he built or the school 
when it is finished. What he did was truly 
remarkable.” 

In the days after his walk, Mr Lawson 
wrote on his fundraising page: “The reason 
I was so keen to make this one last effort 
before the cancer gets the best of me, was 
to try and help the Kenyan Schools Project, 
whose work has helped me keep my own 
problems in perspective and brought me 
such a lot of joy these last months. 

“I can only keep thanking you all for 
what you are doing. It has touched me in 
a way I can not easily put into words and 
personally brought me such pleasure to see 
everyone coming together to do something 
like this.”

BREEZE ABOUT 
TOWN 


As the countdown begins to 
the 2015 General Election there 
can be little doubt that one of the 
biggest topics for debate will be 
the health service. 

This election could well be 
won and lost on some of the 
promises made as the voting 
date nears. 

There is mounting public an¬ 
ger about the failing service 
as more and more targets are 
missed through overcrowding 
and staffing levels. 

Accident and emergency ser¬ 
vices have been in crisis over the 
holiday period. 

Figures have emerged show¬ 
ing that 20,000 more people 
used the accident and emergen¬ 
cy department each week during 
2014 than in the previous year. 

It is really little wonder that 
people finish up waiting well over 
the target time of 95 per cent 
within four hours of arrival when 
you consider just how many 
people are turning up seeking 
attention. 

The sight of patients sitting in 
queues of ambulances outside 
accident and emergency depart¬ 
ments, just waiting to be seen, is 
unbelievable and also unaccept¬ 
able. 

The ambulance service comes 
under attack for failing to hit call¬ 
out targets. 

But they have no chance when 
many of their vehicles are spend¬ 
ing hours simply waiting outside 
hospitals to off-load often seri¬ 
ously ill patients. 

The problems really began 
when doctors in the community 
stopped evening and weekend 
surgeries, pushing the emphasis 
onto Shropdoc and emergency 
services in Shropshire and Mid 
Wales. 

Then cutbacks in health ser¬ 
vice funding saw bed numbers 
cut and hospital staff levels 
trimmed too tightly, leaving un¬ 
derstaffed departments creaking 
at the seams. 

How many of us have wit¬ 
nessed our dedicated and hard 
working nursing staff left feel¬ 
ing stressed and simply unable 
to cope with the volume of pa¬ 
tients? 

The nursing staff are the front 
line and take all the flack from 
ill and injured patients and their 
worried loved ones when they 
don’t really have the time to do 
the job properly. 

Just ask them and they will tell 
you some horror stories. 

Politicians will be making the 
usual promises about how things 
will be getting better but it’s ac¬ 
tion we need not promises. 

Pay our local doctors prop¬ 
erly to reintroduce evening and 
weekend clinics and the A&E is¬ 
sue will improve overnight. 

And make more beds available 
- not less. 

We have no divine right to call 
our health service the best in the 
world and unless the new Gov¬ 
ernment takes immediate action 
the situation can only get worse.

SITED in the middle of Shrop¬ 
shire in a 19th century building 
is a quintessential^ English 
girls’ boarding school. 

The pupils, aged from four to 18, 
come from 20 countries around the 
world. 

But far from being an international 
school, it is Adcote School’s Englishness 
which is being credited for its success. 

The school at Little Ness near 
Oswestry is in the process of carrying out 
a multi million pound expansion project 
and has seen its pupil numbers treble in 
the past five years to nearly 300. 

It has also recently opened two new 
international offices in Beijing, China, 
and in Lagos, Nigeria. While the school 
attracts many boarders, there are plenty 
of local girls who attend as day students. 

Abby Spalding, 13, from Newtown, has 
been at the school since she was seven. 

She said her parents did consider 
boarding her because of the hour and a 
half commute every day, but eventually 
decided against it because of her age. 

Friendship 

“Part of me would like to board be¬ 
cause of the friendship here, but part of 
me wouldn’t want to be away from home 
for so long,” she said. 

While Abby can live at home, the stu¬ 
dents who come to Shropshire from 20 
countries around the world stay in one of 
the three boarding houses at the school. 

“It’s really good having the interna¬ 
tional students here,” Abby said. 

“In our class we’ve got two Chinese 
and one Spanish. The other Year 9 class 
has a Nigerian.

“You get to speak to people you 
wouldn’t speak to at public school. You 
get to learn languages you wouldn’t 
otherwise learn as well. Yesterday we 
learned the Chinese for cat is ‘mao’.” 

School headmaster Gary Wright said 
he believes the setting of the school 
combined with its current programme 
of investment and development is help¬ 
ing to attract new students from fur¬ 
ther afield. 

He said: “In 2014, as part of the 
school’s ongoing vision, Adcote an¬ 
nounced a massive multi-million de¬ 
velopment to build new facilities. The 
school has received investment set to 
top £40 million pounds in the next 20 
years. This is the most significant devel¬ 
opment in the school’s 107-year history. 

“The fruits of that investment are 
now becoming apparent through new 
classrooms, catering facilities, sports 


hall and a new 50 bed boarding house, 
Aston Hall already completed this year. 
This marks just the beginning of a pro¬ 
ject of modernisation and investment in 
the school. 

“In this year alone almost £2 milli on 
will have been spent on enhancing the 
buildings and grounds of the school. 
The multi-million pound investment 
programme over the next few years is 
coupled with investment in an interna¬ 
tional admissions office in Birmingham 
and Adcote International offices have so 
far opened in Beijing, China and Lagos, 
Nigeria. 

“Despite the nationwide economic 
struggle of recent years, we have tre¬ 
bled the number of girls on roll to cur¬ 
rently around 300 pupils. 

“Our continued success in the na¬ 
tional league tables explains the grow¬ 
ing demand for places at the school, but 


the wonderfully peaceful location, which 
makes it conducive to learning, and 
the warm family atmosphere, has also 
helped to earn it a place in the hearts 
of current and prospective parents. As 
well as strong international demand for 
places, 70 per cent of our pupils are from 
the local area.” 

One of these local pupils, Simi Sang- 
hera, 13, from Telford, has seen the 
growth of the school first-hand during 
her five years as a day student. 

She said: “The school seemed really 
big when I first came here in Year 4 but 
things have changed a lot since then. 
There were only a few people in the jun¬ 
iors when we were there but now there 
are 50. It’s all growing. 

“We’ve had a lot of new teachers 
which is really good for us to get better 
lessons, and the new buildings are really 
good.” 

Increase 

Mr Wright said the developments and 
growth are set to continue with further 
development planned in 2015 and 2016 
- the school has submitted planning ap¬ 
plications for two new boarding houses, 
additional classrooms and a new science 
block. 

As a result the school’s boarding facil¬ 
ities will increase by 180 beds, providing 
single and twin en-suite rooms with full 
Wi-Fi, and living areas. 

The new buildings include additional 
teaching and catering space. 

“This is a school that is going places,” 
Mr Wright said. 

“With our continuing growth in pupil 
numbers and our strong reputation lo¬ 
cally, these are undoubtedly exciting 
times for Adcote School. 

“We are constantly seeking ways in 
which we can build and improve the 
school for the future. 

“Everyone in the Adcote School com¬ 
munity, pupils, parents and staff are 
both excited and inspired to see that the 
school is really on the up and investing 
in the future.”

This week’s column, at the 
start of 2015, inevitably looks 
back at time gone and time to 
come. In May 2010 I was elect¬ 
ed Member of Parliament for 
Montgomeryshire. It has been 
the greatest possible honour 
to represent my home area at 
Westminster. The dominating is¬ 
sue of each of the last five years 
has been the economy. My par¬ 
ty has worked in Coalition with 
the Liberal Democrats to bring 
order to the economic chaos of 
2010. The Coalition has worked 
well. Our economy is growing 
strongly. Only 500 people in my 
constituency of Montgomery¬ 
shire are now unemployed, a 
truly dramatic change over this 
Parliament. And prospects as 
we move into 2015 look good as 
well, with real wages growth and 
improved productivity returned. 

There will be challenges in 
2015, the biggest of which will 
be reform of the network of NHS 
hospitals that we depend on.

I hope 
and pray it will go away. 

There are many other issues 
that confront us as we move for¬ 
ward into 2015. My own indus¬ 
try, farming has had a very diffi¬ 
cult year. But let’s not dwell on 
the downside. Montgomeryshire 
and North Shropshire is a beau¬ 
tiful part of the world in which to 
live, blessed with glorious land¬ 
scapes and gentle people. We 
have a blossoming economy 
and a vibrant tourism industry. I 
have never and would never live 
anywhere else. Of course there 
are problems. There always have 
been. But I remember the de¬ 
pression of my youth and cele¬ 
brate how far we have come.

DOES SISTER HAVE A LEGAL RIGHT TO STAY IN HOUSE I OWNED WITH OUR MOTHER? 

Q: lam the owner of a property I held jointly with my widowed mother until sadly she died in hospital last year. Although I did not live 
permanently at the property I now need to move back as my circumstances have changed. The problem, however, is that when my mother 
was alive she allowed my sister to stay in the property temporarily following her splitting up from her partner and she is still there. I have 
asked her to leave so that I can occupy the property as my principal residence but she now refuses to move out. She says she has a “legal 
right of occupation”. What can I do? 

A: If you held the title to the property with your mother as beneficial joint tenants, then as the surviving joint tenant you now hold the entire 
legal and beneficial interest in the property by way of survivorship and it does not form any part of your late mother’s estate. Your sister would 
not therefore appear to have any legal right to remain in the property if that is against your wishes. 

You should give your sister written notice that consent to occupy is withdrawn and ask that she leaves by a specified date. If she still refuses 
to leave voluntarily then you will have no alternative but to treat her as a trespasser and issue possession proceedings in the County Court. 
Once an order for possession is granted to you by the court she will have to leave. As a last resort, if she does not vacate the property within 
the time specified by the court order then a warrant for eviction can be executed via court enforcement officers. If you do not feel comfortable 
taking such action you can seek help from a solicitor.

Switch-off may 
cause accidents 

MOTORISTS travelling on 
roads left without lighting 
at night are at a higher 
risk of fatal accidents, ac¬ 
cording to experts. 

Shropshire Council’s en¬ 
ergy-saving scheme to turn 
off lights between midnight 
and 5am could be putting 
motorists at serious risk, 
it has been revealed by fig¬ 
ures unveiled by the AA. 

The turning off of the 
lights has prompted calls 
from some residents in 
Oswestry to have them 
switched back on again 
over fears about safety and 
crime. 

According to the AA 
motoring association, 
areas where councils have 
switched to part-time night 
lighting have not seen the 
same fall in accidents as 
those which have contin¬ 
ued with full lighting. 

It comes after petitions 
were started in towns 
around Shropshire in an ef¬ 
fort to get the lights turned 
back on during the night. 

Town council is 
facing CCTV bill 

CHIRK Town Council will 
have to pay £3,000 a year 
to ensure its CCTV camer¬ 
as are kept working. 

Budget cuts mean Wrex¬ 
ham Council is reviewing 
the 80 plus cameras in the 
Wrexham area. Simon Rob¬ 
erts from Wrexham Coun¬ 
cil told Chirk councillors 
that community councils 
would be asked to make a 
contribution towards the 
cost of the cameras. 

Chirk town councillors 
agreed to look into the con¬ 
tract that was being offered 
and at the costs of running 
its own CCTV system. 


Trust bosses not keen on 
royal tiger attack artwork 


IT is the artwork that was too much for the 
National Trust. Artist Bill Sample wanted to 
find an image that would symbolise the Brit¬ 
ish rule of colonised India. 

He came up with a quirky sculpture in which a 
full-sized tiger is pouncing on a model of QueenVic- 
toria. Mr Sample made his piece, called Tipu’s Re¬ 


venge, for an exhibition 
at Powis Castle at Welsh¬ 
pool. 

But the sight of the Brit¬ 
ish monarch and Empress of 
India being pounced on by 
the tiger proved too much 
for the bosses at the Na¬ 
tional Trust. 

They turned the 
eye-catching piece down 
as being unsuitable for an 
institution with a ‘strong 
Royalist tradition’. 

The artwork isn’t just in¬ 
teresting to look at - the art 
piece by Mr Sample is inter¬ 
active as well. 

With the push of a button, 
Queen Victoria crosses her 
eyes and waves her arms 
and legs, while the terrify¬ 
ing tiger which is attacking 
Her Majesty growls and 
wags its tail. 

The artwork is based on a 
similar moving piece which 
depicted a tiger on the chest 
of a British soldier. 

The piece was stolen by 
British troops from a palace 
in India in 1799. 

The owner of the palace 
was Tipu Sultan, known as 
the ‘Tiger of Mysore’, hence

the title of Mr Sample’s 
work - Tipu’s Revenge. 

The innovative art piece is 
on show at the VAN Gallery 
in Shrewsbury Market until 
mid January. 

“My version is a mischie¬ 
vous update on the original, 
with Queen Victoria taking 
the place of the anonymous 
soldier,” said Mr Sample. 

“It is a symbolic act of re¬ 
venge on behalf of Tipu for 
the fall of his kingdom. “ 

Mr Sample said: “Queen 
Victoria is in full ‘we are not 
amused’ mode. 

The artist, 61, who lives 
in Pontesbury, near Shrews¬ 
bury, worked as a clinical 
psychologist for 30 years be¬ 
fore taking early retirement. 

He then decided to study 
art full-time at Shrewsbury 
College of Arts and Technol¬ 
ogy and Stafford University. 

His previous works have 
included a giant wicker bull. 

He has also worked on 
Venus Rising, a sculpture of 
a woman rising from a pool 
near a waterfall at Earl’s 
Hill, near Pontesbury.

Level of 
teachers 
attack is 
revealed 

TEACHERS and school 
staff in Shropshire have 
been attacked by children 
under 11 more than 600 
times in the past three 
years, figures have revealed. 

The shocking statistics 
reveal almost 90 per cent 
of classroom attacks hap¬ 
pen in the county’s primary 
schools. 

Teachers and support 
staff have been subjected 
to physical violence on 636 
occasions by children in pri¬ 
mary schools. 

Secondary schools in the 
county have reported 82 
physical attacks on staff 
over the last three years. 

The figures were obtained 
from Telford & Wrekin 
Council and Shropshire 
Council and relate to the 
last three academic years. 

Teaching unions said they 
were not surprised by the 
figures and claimed the real 
number was much higher 
because teachers were reluc¬ 
tant to report attacks. 

Unions say their members 
say many parents do not 
instil sound moral values 
in their children and they 
arrive in school at an early 
age with a lack of respect 
for adults. Christine Harg- 
est, teacher representative 
for the local branch of the 
National Union of Teach¬ 
ers, said violence in schools 
is “not something teachers 
talk about”. 

“These figures are not 
shocking to us and they 
probably don’t include all 
incidents,” Ms Hargest said.

The British Ironwork Centre based at Aston near 
Oswestry, known for its collections of decorative 
ironwork, is the latest destination selected by the 


West Midlands Ambulant 
brillator. 

Defibrillators are used to 
treat people who have suf¬ 
fered a heart attack. 

The British Heart Foun¬ 
dation has stressed the 
importance of access to 
defibrillators, with every 
minute without CPR and 
defibrillation following a 
cardiac arrest reducing the 
chance of survival by 10 per 
cent. 

So far six members of 
staff at the centre have been 
trained to use the equip¬ 
ment, and the attraction’s 
chairman, Clive Knowles, 
said they hope to increase 
that number to 40 people. 

Mr Knowles said he was 
proud the centre had been 
chosen to host the equip¬ 
ment and staff were keen 
to play their part. 

He said: “The ambulance 
service were looking at des¬ 
tinations as far as the most 
appropriate places with the 
highest footfall was con¬ 
cerned and we came up in 
their search results so they 
asked if we would be will¬ 
ing to host one. It is great

ship with them. We have 
had a professional training 
officer that has been attend¬ 
ing already to get us up and 
running before Christmas. 
Initially we have had six or 
so members of staff trained 
but then they finish training 
us we will have about 40 em¬ 
ployees trained. 

“Our office manager was 
one of the first to do the 
training and specifically said 
it was like an opportunity to 
save someone’s life.” 

Dawn Bush, community 
defibrillation facilitator 
who provided the training, 
said: “For every minute 
that someone is in cardiac 
arrest, their chance of sur¬ 
vival diminishes by ten per¬ 
cent. CPR and defibrillation 
in the early stages of cardiac 
arrest could save their life 
and it is something that an¬ 
yone can do. 

“The more of these de¬ 
vices we can get out into 
communities and the more 
people we can have trained 
in their use, the better.”

AN exhibition commemorating Oswest¬ 
ry-born war poet Wilfred Owen is being 
staged at Shrewsbury Museum and Art 
Gallery. 

Artwork entitled “Wilfred Owen and 
other war poets” by students from Shrews¬ 
bury Sixth Form College, working with re¬ 
nowned artist Carl Jaycock and students 
from colleges in Le Cateau in France and 
Walldorf in Germany, has gone on display.

ied bird. “The owl 
was wedged inside the flue and was unable 
to escape. 

“Fluttering was heard in the chimney and 
the homeowners thought it was trying to get 
back out of the flue but it couldn’t get out,” 
he said. 

At first attempts were made to reach the 
trapped owl from outside. 

Mr Lewis said: “We could not get to the 
owl from outside so we chipped away at the 
fire’s cement to expose the feathers and we 
were then able to lift a piece of the fire to 
one side to give us better access. 

“We put a piece of wood there to stop the 
bird from falling lower down and I reached 
in and got him.” 

Despite its ordeal the owl was lucky to 
have had no injuries and managed to sur¬ 
vive with no food or drink for two days. 

Mr Lewis said: “I took the owl outside and 
although I don’t think he’d had much sleep, 
he was fine and flew up to some nearby 
trees. He was a little bit dusty but he was 
uninjured. He had a lucky escape.” 

The tawny owl is one of the most common 
owls in Britain, with a population of about 
20,000 breeding pairs. 

Because it is nocturnal it is rarely seen 
and people often only know of its presence 
by the familiar deep ‘tu-woo’ or ‘kee-wick’ 
most commonly heard about two hours after 
sunset in late autumn or winter.

Councils 
chasing 
£15m in 
tax debt 

MORE than £15 million 
is owed in unpaid council 
tax across Shropshire and 
Powys, figures have re¬ 
vealed. 

Millions of pounds are 
outstanding, with councils 
in the region having to make 
thousands of claims through 
the courts each year to re¬ 
cover debts. 

Shropshire Council was 
owed almost £8.3million at 
the end of the 2013/14 finan¬ 
cial year. 

The figure for Telford & 
Wrekin Council was more 
than £5.3 million, and in 
Powys there were arrears 
totalling more than £2 mil¬ 
lion. 

The figures reveal the an¬ 
nual challenge facing coun¬ 
cils to force people to pay 
up - a problem that leaves 
them with a financial black 
hole. 

Thousands of hours are 
spent by staff chasing up 
bills and unpaid bills, as well 
as time taken up in magis¬ 
trates courts. 

Shropshire Council re¬ 
vealed that it had to issue 
13,460 summonses last year, 
which equates to 10 per 
cent of the total number of 
houses in the council’s area. 

Following the summonses 
it asked magistrates to 
grant 8,469 liability orders, 
which give the council the 
power to take further ap¬ 
propriate recovery action 
should the overdue tax plus 
the summons and liability 
order costs not be paid.

Aqueduct brush-up 


THERE is only one way to give a 
200-year-old aqueduct a wash and 
brush-up - and that is to abseil down 
it. 

Specialist contractors carried out main¬ 
tenance work on the ‘highway in the sky’, 
the spectacular Pontcysyllte Aqueduct in 
the Dee Valley on the Welsh border. 

The abseiling contractors working for the 
Canal & River Trust in Wales donned their har¬ 
nesses and hung over the the 126 foot structure 
to carry out vital maintenance work. 

They removed unwanted vegetation which

had taken root in crevasses of the Grade I listed, 
scheduled ancient monument which carries the 
Llangollen Canal. 

Using trowels and other hand tools, they 
dug out ivy, moss, weeds and even young sap¬ 
lings attacking masonry on the aqueduct, part 
of a World Heritage Site which runs from Chirk 
Bank near Oswestry to Llangollen. 

The work by staff from the OCS Group 
company Fountains is part of a maintenance 
programme taking place on on a number of struc¬ 


tures on the Llangollen and Montgomery canals 
this winter. The nearby Chirk Aqueduct was 
also cleaned and the Chirk tunnel was drained 
to allow its brickwork to be given a makeover. 

A spokesman for the Canal and River Trust 
said: “The overgrown vegetation had built up 
over several years. 

“The Pontcysyllte Aqueduct and other historic 
landmarks within the World Heritage Site are 
some of the most visited attractions on the coun¬ 
try’s canal network. 

“The work we are doing here will help to safe¬ 
guard these unique, internationally-significant 
heritage structures for generations to come.”

There are 460 phone boxes in Shropshire 
with just 62 of the traditional red ones left 
in working order. A further 24 of the new 
empty red boxes have been adopted in the 
county by their communities. 

Emma Tennant from BT said: “Fewer 
than 10 calls were made from 60 of these 
boxes in the 12 months prior to October 
2014. On average around only 230 calls are 
made from phone boxes in Shropshire an¬ 
nually.” 

She said that calls from BT payphones 
had fallen by more than 80 per cent in the 
last five years with 70 per cent of phone 
boxes losing money. 

One of those in danger of being removed 
is the red kiosk outside the telephone ex¬ 
change in Knockin. 

Local resident Charles Roberts said that 
it was a sign of the times. 

“It is terribly sad that these wonderful 
red phone boxes are going. 

“They evoke memories of times past from 
pushing button A and button B to make a 
call to even the very distinctive small of the 
kiosks,” he said.

MP calls 
for more 
action on 
strokes 

GLYN Davies, MP for Mont¬ 
gomeryshire, is campaign¬ 
ing to promote the use of 
new treatments to prevent 
the causes of strokes. 

He said he is aiming to 
raise awareness of the heart 
complaint Atrial Fibrillation 
(AF) and to prevent strokes 
by promoting new preven¬ 
tive treatments. 

Mr Davies is the chair¬ 
man of the All Party Par¬ 
liamentary Group on Atrial 
Fibrillation at Westminster, 
which works with the Atrial 
Fibrillation Association in 
campaigning to promote 
the use of new blood-thin¬ 
ning treatments, known as 
NOACs (Novel Oral Antico¬ 
agulants), in place of warfa¬ 
rin. 

The National Institute of 
Clinical Excellence (NICE) 
has approved the prescrip¬ 
tion of NOAC’s within the 
UK, but commissioners 
across the country continue 
to prescribe warfarin. 

Mr Davies said: “One mil¬ 
lion people in the UK suffer 
from the irregular heartbeat 
condition Atrial Fibrilla¬ 
tion - and about half do not 
even know. Neither do they 
know their chance of having 
a stroke is multiplied five 
times if they have AF. 

“People are suffering 
strokes, and dying, simply 
because they are not treat¬ 
ing their Atrial Fibrilla¬ 
tion.”

PARAMEDICS were called to a single 
address in Oswestry 105 times in one 
year, according to new figures. 

West Midland Ambulance Service 
revealed details of several addresses 
in the region where its staff are sent 
repeatedly on emergency calls. 

The example in Oswestry resulted 
in only four journeys to hospital. 
The service revealed its paramedics 
and ambulance crews were called out 
5,000 times to just 30 addresses in 
the region. West Midlands MEP Bill 
Etheridge urged authorities to look at 


the issue of repeat calls to single ad¬ 
dresses. He said: “Without knowing 
the personal circumstances of callers it 
would be unfair to make a judgement 
but it seems to me either the person 
involved has a serious health condition 
in which case they have been let down 
by the authorities or they are a mali¬ 
cious prankster. 

“Either way there should be an 
investigation into the caller and ei¬ 
ther better care provided or criminal 
charges brought for wasting the emer¬ 
gency services time.” A spokesman 


for West Midlands Ambulance Service 
said: “Some people do suffer from com¬ 
plex health-related disorders that, at 
times, require emergency intervention 
on a regular basis. Although this may 
appear to be a ‘misuse’ of resources 
it is indeed entirely appropriate and 
embraces the ethos of delivery of 
high-quality patient care. 

“West Midlands Ambulance Service 
works with the local health economy 
and social services to put in place care 
packages that are designed to find al¬ 
ternative solutions.”

There are no barriers to women entering agriculture and many of the 
highest profile jobs in the sector are now held by women, according 
to a new report published by a Shropshire law firm.

The report’s authors spoke to a number of female farmers in Shropshire to get their 
perspective on the industry, and the responses were overwhelmingly positive. 

Claire Barker, of Great Berwick Farm, near Shrewsbury, said: “Women are fully aware 
of the opportunities available and there are no barriers. 

“It is very much a level playing field now for women and this is evident across the 
agricultural sector.” 

Lanyon Bowdler partner Emma Wilde said the firm was working with an increasing 
number of rural and farming businesses, and the report gave an interesting insight 
into the current state of the industry. 

She said: “As one of the leading agricultural legal services specialists in Shropshire, 
we take a great interest in the industry and the direction it’s likely to take in the future.

The buyer was Mrs Amy Gough, 
a well-known suffragette, who was 
at the time Headmistress of a Girls’ 
School near Telford. 

Mrs Gough relocated the school to 
Adcote.

COMMUTERS in the 
Oswestry area enjoy some 
of the quickest road speeds 
in the country, a survey has 
revealed. 

Telford & Wrekin is the 
second best place in Brit¬ 
ain to be a road commuter 
and the rest of Shropshire 
also fares well, with some 
of the quickest road speeds 
around. 

The news comes after 
the Department for Trans¬ 
port released details of the 
10 local authorities with 
the fastest peak-time road 
speeds. However, the bad 
news is that even across 
Shropshire, average road 
speeds during the rush hour 
have got slower over the 
past seven years. 

The statistics show that 
commuters in Rutland have 
the best deal, with average 
road speeds of 40.7mph on 
locally-managed A roads 
at peak times. However, 
the figure is down from 
42.1mph in 2007. Telford 
and Wrekin lies in second 
place, with average com¬ 
muter speeds of 38.7mph on 
local A roads. Seven years 
ago it was 40.4mph. 

The Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil area comes eighth in 
the table, with an average 
A-road speed during the 
rush hour of 35.6mph. How¬ 
ever, this is down l.lmph 
compared to seven years 
ago. 

Nationally, the average 
speed that peak-time com¬ 
muters are able to travel 
on the UK’s A roads is now 
only 24mph.A combina¬ 
tion of increases in traffic 
on the A road network and 
increased levels of rainfall 
are blamed for reductions in 
average road speeds in both 
July and September this 
year, when the UK’s roads 
were respectively 2.3 per 
cent and 1.9 per cent slower 
than the same months last 
year._

Life-saving health equipment installed at school

NEW life-saving equipment has been 
installed at a school following the sud¬ 
den death of a former St Martins Bea¬ 
ver Scout leader. 

The defibrillator machine at Thomas 
Adams School in Wem was paid for 
with money raised at a charity football 
match in memory of Gareth Utting. 

Mr Utting, an English teacher at the 
school, died suddenly from a suspected 
heart attack on April 2, aged 37. 

Mr Utting was a Beaver Scout 
leader in the village of St Martins near 
Oswestry and a martial arts instruc¬ 
tor. 

He was also an active member of 
Penycae Neighbourhood Church of the 
Nazarene, based in the village between 


Chirk and Wrexham. In response to 
the tragedy, 11 members of staff at 
Thomas Adams School have now been 
trained in how to use the defibrillator. 

Headteacher Liz Dakin said: “The 
defibrillator is a precaution and hope¬ 
fully it will never have to be used but 
it is a huge benefit to have it here and 
have staff trained in how to use it. 

“This means it is also available to 
the community sports activities which 
take place here.” 

The fundraising football match, 
which took place at Wem Town 
Football Club in May, was between 
staff and sixth form students. It was 
watched by more than 200 people and 
raised over £900 for the defibrillator 


machine.Mrs Dakin said: “The foot¬ 
ball match was a great tribute to Mr 
Utting and a lovely way to remember 
him. 

“We continue to remember him 
in many ways but we also felt it was 
appropriate to take safety measures 
as well.” Mr Utting, of Cherry Drive, 
Ellesmere, was taken to Royal Shrews¬ 
bury Hospital after he was taken ill 
but died a short time later. 

Following his death, his wife Alison 
wrote an open letter to the Education 
Secretary at the time, Michael Gove, 
which was shared more than 90,000 
times on the internet, saying she be¬ 
lieved the stress of his job contributed 
to her husband’s death.

Oswestry Foodbank and 
the Jubilee Money Advice 
Service, both of which oper¬ 
ated from the centre before 
it closed, were among the 
groups to receive money 
from the trustees. 

Other recipients were 
Oswestry Schools Worker 
Project and North Shrop¬ 
shire Special Olympics, as 
well as Trefonen Church, 
Hope Church Oswestry, 
Holy Trinity Church 
Oswestry, and Cornerstone 
Baptist Church. 

Representatives from 
each of the charities at¬ 
tended a celebration service 
at Hope Church, Laburnum 
Drive, Oswestry when they 
were presented with their 
money. 

Mark Davis, chairman 
of the trustees, said: “The 
trustees and members of the 
Kingswell charity believe 
this will give a very positive 
boost to the funds of other 
local charities. 

“We are now in the pro¬ 
cess of winding up the 
charity which should be 
completed by the end of 
March 2015 which marks 
the end of our current finan¬ 
cial year.” 

The centre was set up by 
Carreg Llwyd Church, now 
Hope Church, 27 years ago 
and at one time the service 
three youth clubs a week for 
youngsters in Oswestry. 

It also ran regular camps 
and holiday clubs.

Let's make a resolution to 



JANUARY is a lime for New 
Year’s resolutions and although 
many may be concerned with 
gym memberships and choco¬ 
late (presumably lack thereof), 
why not make yours about wild¬ 
life? 

This year may well see a high profile 
extinction or two as wildlife crime and 
activities such as ivory poaching con¬ 
tinue to rise at a sickening rate. 

In the last couple of years the Western 
Black Rhino was declared extinct in the 
wild, along with the Northern White Rhino. 

These are two of the largest creatures on 
the planet. 

If we can’t save them, then what chance 
do we have of saving characters like the Ma¬ 
laysian Snail, the Christmas Island Skink 
or even the rather fabulous St Helena giant 
earwig? 

None; it is too late. They will never see 
2015, they’ve just gone extinct. 

The answer to the above question, pro¬ 
viding you are not a giant earwig, may pos¬ 
sibly be inspiration. 

Why not inspire someone this year to 
help protect the species on this planet that 
are under threat because of us ourselves? 

You don’t need to sign your savings away 
to an animal charity or trek through the 
Amazon rainforest with machete in hand. 

People need to be educated and inspired 
to take an interest in the natural world. If 
they show an interest, they begin to care. 

If they begin to care, they will want to 
protect. 

Wildlife conservation does not start with

wildlife; it starts with people. A fairly minor 
example, but a useful one for those initiat¬ 
ing their campaigns against extinction from 
the safety of their armchair, are targeting 
the animals around the home. 

Research the visitors to one’s own garden 
and better still, pass the word on. 

Tell people how to recognise the presence 
of a hedgehog and then create a better hab¬ 
itat for them. 

Explain to them why Greenfinches are 
suffering and suggest targeting them with 
the proper seed in the feeders. 

Even the humble wood mouse, one of the 
easiest of all mammals to see, should be 
championed as a vital member of the biodi¬ 
versity of our Salopian countryside. 

Sure it may turn to the seed bags and 
bins and make a bit of a mess in the shed 
in its desperate bid for winter survival, but 
pause before laying that trap... 

Wood mice are important prey for tawny 
owls especially and when numbers of 
woodland rodents are low, owls often fail 
to breed. Foxes, weasels, owls and other 
birds of prey rely heavily on wood mice 
and their average life expectancy is just 
12 months.Large, lumbering, African me¬ 
ga-fauna they may not be, but in nature it is 
all ends of the spectrum that are important 
and all that are in need of our preserving 
affections.

Bungalows bid 
sparks inquiry 
on homes need 

NEW bungalows for the elderly could be built in Chirk if 
councils are given the authority to build social housing. 

The idea for a scheme for ‘pensioners’ bungalows’ on the 
Longfield Recreation Ground split councillors at a recent 
Chirk Town Council meeting. 

Some councillors said they were aghast at the idea that 
a recreation ground could be lost to housing with others 
saying Chirk had plenty of playing fields and not enough 
housing for older people. 

Wrexham Borough Councillor Terry Evans had ap¬ 
proached the town council to ask if it would put forward 
the recreation ground for inclusion in the Local Develop¬ 
ment Plan. 

Councillors agreed to set up an urgent working party to 
look at the housing needs in Chirk and also the use of play¬ 
ing fields in the town before making a decision on whether 
to go forward with Councillor Evans’ suggestion - which, 
Councillor Evans said was simply an idea that he was float¬ 
ing. 

Councillor Dean Poppit said he was horrified with the 
suggestion. 

Cllr Poppit said: “There is a need to care for the elderly 
but we also have to care for out young people. We have 
lost our youth club and now we are being asked to lose a 
recreation area. 

“Once it is gone we can never get it back. I strongly ob¬ 
ject to this.” 

But Councillor Jackie Allen said that in providing more 
homes for older people the council would be helping the 
young people of the town. 

She said: “There are a lot of three bedroom council 
houses in Chirk that are being lived in by single older peo¬ 
ple. That is causing problems because they are paying the 
bedroom tax and they want to move to somewhere smaller. 

“It also means there are families in Chirk that are hav¬ 
ing to live with parents and in crowded accommodation be¬ 
cause there are not enough family homes available. 

“We have a huge amount of recreation land in Chirk 
and, when we take over the responsibility for the land I 
am sure we could make the ‘rec’ one of the best play areas 
in Wales.” 

Councillor Hilary Pepler suggested the council look ur¬ 
gently at the housing situation in Chirk before making a 
decision.

Drivers are failing to carry out 
even the most basic of safety 
checks despite the winter taking 
hold, staff at a Shropshire car 
care centre warned today. 

Pam Williams, of Ace Car Care in 
Shrewsbury, said the traditional prac¬ 
tice of regularly checking and main¬ 
taining a vehicle seemed to be on the 
wane. 

So Mrs Williams and her team have now 
produced a checklist, and an online help 
video, to encourage drivers to make sure 
their vehicles are safe for winter driving. 

She said: “Once upon a time, a big part 
of owning a car was about checking things 
like the oil, tyre pressures and other bits and 
pieces to make sure it kept running smooth¬ 
ly- 

Measures 

“But with the development of modern 
cars and people having far less time to tink¬ 
er with their vehicles, a lot of the basic safe¬ 
ty measures are being taken for granted. 

“With us being in the throes of winter we 
thought it was a good time to remind drivers 
that it’s still just as important as it ever was 
to take care of your vehicle. 

“As well as the safety aspect, winter can 
be a damaging time for a vehicle, so now 
is the time to consider paintwork protection 
too. 

“It’s worth a small amount of investment 
to keep your car in good shape to avoid any 
major problems in the future.” 

Mrs Williams said many people want to 
make sure their vehicle is ready for winter 
but are not sure exactly where and how to 


check certain things. “This is why we have 
created the video - drivers can have a look 
at where everything in our checklist is and 
how to check them properly,” she added. 

The Ace Car Care winter checklist in¬ 
cludes the following: 

• Battery: Get your battery checked - 
batteries more than five years old can be 
prone to failure in cold weather. 

• Antifreeze: Check the level and top up 
if necessary. 


Ask a professional if you are not sure 
what type of antifreeze to use. 

• Tyre pressures: These should be 
checked all year round but it is even more 
important to ensure tyres are at the correct 
pressure during the winter. 

• Windscreen wipers: If wiper blades are 
on the way out, now is the time to get them 
replaced because your windscreen needs 
to be clear on those dazzling sunny winter 
mornings. 


• Washer fluid (windscreen, tailgate and 
headlights): If you use windscreen wash 
rather than washing up liquid or other wash 
drivers often use in their vehicles it has a 
lower freezing point. 

• Lights: Check the bulbs, including the 
front and rear fog lights.

THE past year could hardly have gone 
much better for The New Saints - and few 
would bet against the Welsh Premier cham¬ 
pions savouring yet more success in 2015, 
writes JOHN BRIDGWATER. 

Such has been their dominance of the 
principality’s national league, the Saints 
are already well on course for a record 
ninth title this term, and fourth on the trot, 
after ending December nine points clear. 

To add to that, they are also chasing cup 
glory on two fronts having reached the final 
of the Word League Cup and last 16 of the 
Welsh Cup. 

The pursuit of three trophies this year 
remains a distinct possibility, but 2014 was 
hardly shabby with the Oswestry full-tim¬ 
ers clinching the Welsh Premier and Welsh 
Cup “double” to add to their ever growing 
roll of honour. 

The year also saw Craig Harrison’s men 
taste more Champions League action in the 
summer, when tackling SK Slovan Bratisla¬ 
va in the Uefa Champions League - their 


15th consecutive season in European ac¬ 
tion, and 16th in all. 

Although making a disappointing ear¬ 
ly exit, there is real belief that continuing 
improvements at Park Hall will soon bring 
long overdue success on the biggest stage. 

The year started off as they ended it 
- with TNS riding high at the top of the 
Welsh Premier - although some doubted 
their title credentials following mixed re¬ 
sults back in January. 

Despite starting 2014 with a 5-1 ham¬ 
mering of Newtown on New Year’s Day, 
which avenged a 1-0 loss to the Robins a 
week before, draws against Carmarthen 
(0-0) and Airbus UK (1-1) kept the Saints 
looking over their shoulders. 

But a run of five straight wins saw the 
defending champions surge clear at the top, 
before lifting the title somewhat fittingly 
with a 1-1 draw against runners-up Airbus 
at Park Hall in April. 

Despite having been crowned champions, 
the Saints were in no mood to ease off as 


they crushed Bangor City 9-1 at Nantporth 
Stadium the following week to record their 
biggest win in the Welsh Premier. 

Such was their consistency, they finished 
14 points clear at the top, with their only 
defeat in the second phase of the season 
coming in the last game when they were 
edged out 1-0 at Carmarthen. 

It was only the third loss of the campaign 
for the Saints who could have been excused 
for having one eye on the Welsh Cup final 
with Aberystwyth Town a few days later. 

The champions scored 86 league goals, 
the same amount as the previous season, 
with most of the team chipping in, but the 
contribution of top scorers Mike Wilde and 
Greg Draper were to prove key, along with 
midfielder Sam Finley who was to be named 
the league’s young player of the season. 

However, the success was again built on 
a solid defensive display, with just 20 goals 
conceded in their 32 league outings - two 
fewer than the previous season. 

The dust had hardly settled on another 


league triumph when the Saints lifted the 
Welsh Cup at Wrexham’s Racecourse for 
the second time in three seasons after hit¬ 
ting back from a two-goal deficit to run out 
3-2 victors against Aberystwyth to cap a tri¬ 
umphant campaign. 

The momentum has continued this sea¬ 
son, with the Saints ending the year un¬ 
beaten in 24 league and cup games, while 
they have not lost at home on their 3G sur¬ 
face for over two years - their last reverse 
at Park Hall coming back on November 24, 
2012. 

Although coach Carl Darlington has 
moved to pastures new at Wrexham, it is 
likely to be business as usual this year with 
manager Craig Harrison now being assist¬ 
ed by TNS stalwart Scott Ruscoe, the head 
of youth and a UEFA A licence holder. 

So the Saints can be justifiably proud of 
their efforts over the last 12 months - and 
worryingly for their rivals, players and 
management remain hungry for more suc¬ 
cess as they head into the New Year.

Shantry in top ten cricket moments

JACK SHANTRY, the Worcestershire crick¬ 
et ace who will be Oswestry’s professional 
next summer, has been selected among 
cricket’s 10 most memorable moments of 
2014 by The Guardian’s respected cricket 
correspondent Mike Selvey. 

Selvey highlighted Shantry’s brilliant 
performance against Surrey in September 
which sealed Worcestershire’s promotion 
to Division One of the LV County Cham¬ 
pionship. 

The former Shrewsbury all-rounder hit 
his maiden first class century and took 
10 wickets, becoming the first player to 
achieve the feat batting at number nine or 
lower in the history of first class cricket. 

Selvey wrote: “At New Road, in Septem¬ 
ber, Worcestershire gained their champion¬ 


ship promotion by beating Surrey and did 
so on one of the most remarkable individu¬ 
al performances that cricket has witnessed. 

“Jack Shantry is the journeyman’s jour¬ 
neyman, but here he produced the perfect 
storm. In their first innings Worcester¬ 
shire, 133-6 at one time, had reached 228- 
7, before Shantry, at nine, scored 21 of 44 
for the eighth wicket, helping his side to 
272. 

“Surrey reached 373-4 in reply before 
Shantry took 5-15 (6-87 in the innings) to 
keep the lead to 134. 

“By the time Shantry batted again, 
Worcestershire were seven down and only 
37 runs on, whereupon he made 101 not 
out from 89 balls. 

“Chasing 217 to win, and 131-2, Surrey 


fell again to Shantry, 4-22 in an inspired 
spell. 

“Worcester won by 27 runs: no one had 
ever taken 10 wickets in a match and made 
a century at nine or below. They have now.” 

Oswestry are naturally delighted to get 
Shantry on board for next season in the 
Birmingham League division one, with 
skipper Mark Robinson hailing his arrival 
as “a statement of intent” by the ambitious 
Morda Road club. 

“He is a class player, a very fit lad, and 
we are not sure how many games he will 
play, but to even play one game for us 
would be a bonus,” he said.
